WASHINGTON (UPI) — Soviet Foreign Ministei 
Andrei Gromyko declared today shortly before a White 
House conference with President John F. Kennedy that 
the danger of nuclear war over Berlin “must be avert­ 
ed, must be prevented.” 
Gromyko made the statement as he arrived in the 
capital from New York for a face-to-face talk with the 
president on the possibility of 
submitting the Berlin crisis to 
negotiation before it sparks 
an atomic conflict.

Rayburn, 79, entered Baylor 
Hospital Monday after he failed 
to respond to treatment in his 
home town of Bonham, Tex. He 
left Washington Aug. 31 for 
his home saying he wanted to 
rest for what he called lumba­ 
go causing pains in the back. 
Doctors said yesterday after 
extensive tests that the cancer 
has spread to such an extent 
that no further surgery was an­ 
ticipated. Only visitors permit­ 
ted are members of his family, 
a hospital spokesman said. 
The 10:30 a.m. bulletin said: 
“ Physicians this morning ad­ 
vised that Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn looks a little better than 
he did yesterday. He is not un­ 
der sedation. 
“ There is very little change 
in his general condition. He is 
still serious but not critical. He 
is resting comfortably." 
In 
Washington. 
President 
John F. Kennedy asked the na­ 
tion to join him and Mrs, Ken­ 
nedy 4 in prayer for Speaker 
Rayburn, who has served his j 
nation so well and so faithfully 
for so many years.”

Drug counterfeiters are not 
widespread, he said, but all 
pharmacists should “ beware of 
unfamiliar drug salesmen of­ 
fering name brand drugs at 
some sort of a deal.” He said 
the counterfeiters are actually 
copying the size, shape and 
color of drugs. Only one has 
been discovered in California 
thus far, however. 


The federal government is 
concerned with free drug sam­ 
ples given to doctors. They 


full description of hazardous 
materials other than drugs, 
and antidotes for them. 
Dr. Wallerstein was intro­ 
duced by program chairman 
Dr. Joseph Arons.

Although oral vaccine for 
poliomyelitis has been made 
commercially available to com­ 
bat type 1 polio, the Marin 
Medical Society is not pushing 
its use at this time.

WASHINGTON fUPI) — Snake 
oil liniment and other oldtime 
“miracle cures” have disap­ 
peared from the market, but 
medical quacks are still bilk­ 
ing Americans of more than 
one million dollars a year. 
That was the report Abra­ 
ham 
Ribicoff, 
secretary 
of 
health, education and welfare, 
presented today to a two-day 
National Congress on Medical 
Quackery. The meeting is spon­ 
sored by the Food and Drug 
Administration and American 
Medical Assn. 
Postmaster General J. Ed­ 
ward Day, who also addressed 
the conference, said he was 
studying the possibility ot im­ 
pounding fraudulent medical 
products sent t h r o u g h the 
mails. 
Ribicoff said that despite his 
differences with the AMA on 
other subjects, “there is no 
reason why we cannot work 
whole-heartedly together to do 
away—for once and all—with 
the menace of quackery.” He 
asked the delegates for their 
recommendations. 
The cabinet m e m b e r de­ 
clared that “today quackery is 
flourishing” although “some of 
the quainter nostrums . . . have 
vanished from our midst.” 
“Today, quackery is more 
sophisticated,” he said. “The 
oldtime hokum has assumed 
new disguises. 
“The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration, for instance, is now 
engaged in legal proceedings 
against certain vendors of bot­ 
tled sea water priced up to $20 
per gallon which has been of­ 
fered as a modern preventive 
and panacea for virtually all 
human ailments. 
“But for the most part the 
witch 
doctor’s 
tom-tom 
has 
given way to the illustrated 
brochure; the medicine show 
extravaganza to the television 
commercial; 
potions, 
barks, 
and berries to the phony but 
impressive ‘cancer clinic’ or 
‘scientific diet’.” 
Ribicoff cited a study show­ 
ing that quackery in the treat­ 
ment of arthritis and rheumatic 
diseases costs 250 million dol­ 
lars each year. He said it was 
estimated quackery in promo­ 
tion of special diatarv foods 
and food supplements costs an­ 
other 500 million dollars. 
“The total cost of unneces­ 
sary or dangerous medications 
in this country probably ex­ 
ceeds one billion dollars each 
year.” he said. 
“But quackery’s costs in dol­ 
lars only introduces the story.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Young Girls Should Have 
All Protection We Can Give 


Approval by the State Bar Association 
of a proposal to lower the age of consent 
in statutory rape cases from 18 to 16 
years causes us concern. 
At present a sexual act with a girl 
under 18 is automatically statutory rape 
regardless of how willing the girl is or 
even if she is the aggressor. Penalties 
are extremely severe. 


Proponents of a lowered age of con­ 
sent point to the extremely arbitrary 
and rigid nature of the present law. 
They say it opens the way to intimida­ 
tion or even blackmail on the part of un­ 
scrupulous girls and their parents. Often 
the boys themselves are minors, they 
say. 
The 
bar association 
committee 
found a progressively increasing num ­ 
ber of cases where the girls were the 
aggressors and where, as they put it. a 
real doubt existed as to whether the 
man should be prosecuted as a felon. 


We have no doubt that there are such 
cases; we have known of a few. But it 


seems illogical to us to do away with an 
important protection for young girls, at 


a vitally important time in their lives, 
because of a few cases, even if the num ­ 
ber is increasing. 
A young sophomore or junior girl in 
high school probably has more protec­ 
tion from the roving male in the two 
words “jail bait 
than from any other 
words in the law or the dictionary. 
This is one area in which we believe 
it should be a woman's world. If the bal­ 
ance is to be between the number of 
young men or boys who are being im­ 
posed upon because of the law as it is, 
and the number of y o u n g girls who 
would be imposed upon if their protec­ 
tion is eliminated, we believe the girls 
should have any shadow of doubt. 
Couldn't the lawyers come up with a 
better proposal .a slightly more flexible 
law, for example, one which would al­ 
low the judges to take all of the evi­ 
dence into consideration? Certainly if 
some change is necessary, it should be 
made slowly, the law relaxed rather 
than eliminated. 
And we've yet to be convinced it 
should be changed at all.

That is why we urge everyone to drop 
in at the Grape Festival tomorrow— the 
earlier the better. It is both interesting 
and fun. besides providing major finan­ 
cial assistance to an important Marin 
County institution.

While Irving Perluss, state di­ 
rector of employment, may 
not be in favor of physically 
separating 
the 
unemploy­ 
ment insurance activities of 
his department from the em­ 
ployment servince functions, 
as urged by the federal gov­ 
ernment. he may eventually 
be forced to make the separa­ 
tion anyhow. 
The history of unemploy­ 
ment insurance and employ­ 
ment services in California 
has been one of “force,” inso­ 
far as administration is con­ 
cerned. with not only Califor­ 
nia, but most of the rest of 
the states of the Union ac­ 
ceding eventuallv to the de­ 
mands of the federal people. 


THERE IS SOME logic in 
this situation, as the federal 
government dictates the budg­ 
ets and operating expenses of 
the state agencies. None of 
the administration money for 
the Department of Employ­ 
ment. except that portion de­ 
voted to disability insurance 
w'hich 
is a 
state 
function, 
comes from the state budget 
Federal financing of the 
two programs in California, 
while dictated in Washington, 
D. C.. still is a myth. Funds 
for such administration are 
paid by California employers, 
who pay a portion of their un­ 
employment insurance taxes 
to the federal government. 


IT HAS BEEN a sore spot 
in California for many years 
that the federal government 
uses a lot of this tax payment 
to finance the administrative 
costs of the unemployment 
program in other states 
Perluss says that now the 
federal government is urging 
separation of the unemploy­ 
ment and employment func­ 
tions. and that he has been 
studying such separation in 
metropolitan areas. 
Separation 
in 
California 
w’ould cost about a million 
dollars annually, Perluss esti­ 
mates, to be paid for by the 
federal government. But the 
federal government pays all 


in the state. As a new sub­ 
scriber, I find the local news 
you publish interesting, but 
have noted you devote much 


of your paper to local news. 
Your paper on Wednesday, 
Sept, 20. had less than eight 
articles on foreign news, a 
very low percentage. Over a 
period of time, this seems 
about the average space al­ 
lowed, plus one analysis on 
the editorial page. Many of 
your subscribers are, doubt­ 
less, finding it necessary to 
supplement 
t h e i r 
n e w s 


the administrative costs any­ 
how. so the change would not 
be a drain on the employer 
taxpayer wrho deviously fi­ 
nances the bill. 


ORIGINALLY, 
the 
state 
legislature voted in 1935 to 
bring the employment service 
and the then new- unemploy­ 
ment insurance program to­ 
gether, with the idea of a 
single management for the 
two activities. The legislature 
had in mind the obvious view 
that unemployed individuals 
had to be registered for work, 
and that it would be easier to 
handle the two programs in a 
single operation, as well as 
more economical. 


The big question now, of 
course, is whether it is worth 
the additional money nation­ 
ally to separate the tw;o sys­ 
tems in the hopes of added 
efficiency. The employment 
service has never had much 
efficiency anyhow competing 
with private agencies w'hich 
have to give service or go 
bankrupt.

Great Britain, West Berlin Debates 


About Different, But Parallel, Crises 


toric consequences of the sec- 
WASHINGTON — In Great 


Britain, as well as in West 
Germany, a great debate is 
going on w'hich will lead to a 
momentous decision. Both de­ 
bates are about the future. 
The British debate arose 
out of the decision of the gov­ 
ernment to apply for mem­ 
bership in the Common Mar­ 
ket of the six West European 
continental countries. The is­ 
sue 
before 
the 
British 
is 
whether they can enter the 
Common 
Market on 
terms 
which will not cause a more 
or less rapid dissolution of 
the Commonwealth. 
The West German debate 
arises out of the fact that the 
old dual and 
contradictory 
formula 
of 
the 
Adenauer- 
Dulles era— integration with 
W estern 
Europe 
combined 
with reunification with East 
Germany— has collapsed. 


THESE TWO parallel crises 
are related in that for both 
countries the issue is wTiether 
to give paramount priority to 
economic and political union 
with Western Europe. 
For Britain, the price of 
unity may be the attenuation 
of the ties w'hich bind it to 
Canada, Australia, New Zea­ 
land. and to many of the new­ 
er dominions. 


In West Germany the price 
of unity with Western Europe 
is 
the 
recognition/ though 
tacit and de facto, that there 
are two German states and 
that they will have to nego­ 
tiate as states for some clos­ 
er union. 


IT IS NOT an accident, and 
it is not a mere coincidence, 
that these tw'o crises have 
come at the same time. Eur- 
ooe, west of the Iron Cur­ 
tain, is now engaged in ad­ 
justing itself to the great his- 


ond World War. 


For Germany, the conse­ 
quences have been the dis­ 
mem berment of the Eastern 
provinces and the partition 
of the remainder. 


For Great Britain, the con­ 
sequence wras the liquidation 
of the old empire and the loss 
of the economic and military 
capacity to play the part of a 
world power of the first rank. 
As a result, both Great Brit­ 
ain and West Germany have 
turned to union with Western 
Europe. 
The West European union 
is inspired by a vision of great 
prosperity in a very rich m ar­ 
ket and of political influence 
based on the combined power 
of the old and experienced 
states of Western Europe. 
This vision is being realiz­ 
ed. and it. is the true answer 
to the pressure of Communist 
expansion in Europe. 


ALTHOUGH THE United 
States favors this develop­ 
ment as being in the best in­ 
terests of Europe and of man­ 
kind. it is a fact that we are 
outside the European com­ 
munity. Its tariff wall and 
perhaps its monetary policies 
will affect American interests. 
There are problems here. 
But considering our own size 
and our enormous potential, 
W'e have no reason ot exag­ 
gerate and dramatize these 
problems. 


V. hat we should give great 
thought to is how not only 
we, 
but 
Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, the Latin Amer­ 
ican 
republics, 
and 
other 
states outside the Communist 
orbit can make a satisfactory 
adjustment to the very big 
and very new fact which will 
exist if Britain joins the Com­ 
mon Market.

W ASHINGTO N W — A belt of 
tiny copper needles the govern­ 
ment plans to shoot into orbit 
2.000 miles above the earth 
will not interfere with scienti­ 
fic 
observations 
or 
space 
flights, 
scientists 
have 
told 
President John F. Kennedy. 
The 
idea of the 
venture, 
known as “ ProjectW est Ford” 
and planned for iater this year, 
is to test the feasibility of a 
long-range communications sys­ 
tem. The 75 pounds of hair- 
like copper filaments, to be 
placed in orbit from a satel­ 
lite, are to act as a reflector of 
radio signals. 
The project, approved by the 
White House in August, has

Duck Population Low; Proper Rules 


Of Shooting Should Be Observed 


Only eight more days before “ bang- 
bang" time. The migratory waterfowl 
season officially opens at noon on Sat­ 
urday, Oct. 14, in the Bay and Delta 
areas. 
Are you prepared? 
Most outdoor writers have used thou­ 
sands of words pointing out that it is 
particularly important to observe the 
rules of proper duck-downing. 
Hunters have been cautioned about 
using field glasses to locate a bird. 
They have been warned that 
unless they remain well hid­ 
den and immovable in their 
blinds, the wily ducks won’t 
decoy. They have been t o l d 
that the type of clothing they 
wear may detract from their 
chances if the garb is not in 
keeping with the dressing of 
the blinds. And, above all, they 
have been advised to practice 
judging distances so that each 
shot fired will h a v e killing 
power. 


NOT FOR many years have 
these suggestions been so im­ 
portant as they are now. This 
year we start the season with 
only about half as many ducks 
at which to shoot. The annual 
September inventory of w ater­ 
fowl 
in 
California's 
Central 
Valley showed a drop of 49 
percent from the num ber re­ 
corded for the same time last 
year. The count showed a total 
of only 758,000 ducks. In 1960 
ii showed 1.477,000. And in 
1957, the count disclosed 2,* 
034.000 ducks in the s a m e 
area. 


The most alarming drop is in 
the num ber of pintails (sprig). 
In the Sacramento Valley, this 
year's count showed 266,340 
sprigs as against 
80.840 
last 
year. From Sacramento to San 
Francisco 
Bay, 
t h i s 
year's 
count was 40,375 
as 
against 
63,505 last year. 


Oddly, another large duck, 
the mallard, seems to be more 
abundant this year than last. 
From the Sacramento Valley to 
San Francisco Bay, the mallard 
count was 4,775 this year and 
only 1,795 yast year. 


So, w hether you do y o u r 
shooting from a private club 
in a sunken barrel or camou­ 
flaged blind, from an anchored

What's Governor Trying To 
Do With Secret Cabinet? 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown has launched 
his widely ballyhooed reorganization of 
state government— in secret. 
The governor, who has promised 
since the first of his administration to 
do something about the sprawling un- 
wieldly giant which California govern­ 
ment has become, this year won approv­ 
al of the legislature to take some ac­ 
tion. 
It wasn't much action, merely the ap­ 
pointment of four super-chiefs to head 
f o u r monster-sized agencies without 
eliminating agencies or p e r s o n n e l 
which w eren't already inactive or on the 
way out. 
Then he called his new cabinet of 
these four super-chiefs and four other 
top department heads into their first 
session. And he closed it to the public. 
Brow-n said the new council “couldn't 
do the job in a fish bowl.” 
What job do you have in mind, Gov­ 
ernor Brow n, and w ho are you going to 
do it on? 
Always before the governor has in­ 
sisted. that the people had a right to 


know what was going on in their gov­ 
ernment. His action now has been a 
complete reversal of his usual insistence 
that his agencies let the people know 
what they are doing. 
In a way, it is a baffling switch by the 
governor. He has talked so loud and 
long about freedom of information and 
about new government reorganization. 
Now that he's getting some of one, he 
wants to reduce the other. 
We can t understand how he hopes to 
make this attitude effective in getting 
support of his reorganized government. 
How can the people support what they 
don t know about? Is the governor's 
idea of reorganization the sitting down 
of nine men in a locked room and hand­ 
ing down edicts as though from Olym­ 
pus? 
We hope that the governor has in 
mind only to keep this first meeting 
secret and then once again will invite 
the press and public to attend the meet­ 
ings of his new cabinet as they were 
welcome to attend the meetings of his 
previous advisory group.

It is important that every person who 
thinks of collecting leaves for autumn 
learn to identify this poisonous weed.

WASHINGTON—What was 
President Kennedy’s batting 
average with his first session 
of Congress? 
To find out precisely how 
the President fared with his 
legislative program, Congres­ 
sional Q u a r t e r l y sifted 
through the messages and let­ 
ters which he sent to Capitol 
Hill throughout the year. Out 
of 66 of these were culled 355 
specific legislative requests. 
A careful watch pf their 
progress 
through 
Congress 
showed that 172 of the re­ 
quests had gone through both 
houses and were signed into 
law, or awaited signature, 
when the 1961 session ended. 
This works out to a 48.4 per 
cent average for Kennedy. It’s 
about average. President Ei­ 
senhower did better with his 
earliest Congress, and not 
quite as well in later years.

thing about President Ken­ 
nedy’s score was the total 
number of requests. In the 
years examined, the largest 
number submitted by Eisen­ 
hower was 234 in 29 letters 
and messages. 
President Kennedy’s pro­ 
posals hit their biggest snags 
in the House of Representa­ 
tives, considered the most 
conservative of the two cham­ 
bers in recent years. 
The manpower retraining 
bill, Battle Act amendments, 
and education bills all passed 
the Senate but were stopped 
when the House failed to take 
action. 
House committees trapped 
even more Kennedy requests. 
Tax law revision, 
medical 
care for the aged under So­ 
cial Security and unemploy­ 
ment compensation overhaul 
were all stalled in the Ways 
and Means Committee as the 
session ended. All involve tax 
law changes and must origi­ 
nate in the House. 
Postal rate increase and 
youth training bills were stop­ 
ped in both chambers. 


KENNEDY DID best with

Those words could best 
describe Paul Thomas Wil­ 
son. head of the department 
of life science at the College 
of Marin. 
This c o n c e r n for living 
things has led him to have an 
unending curiosity about all 
of life. He has spent his ca­ 
reer studying the living crea­ 
tures of the earth and im­ 
planting this love into the 
hearts and minds of his stu­ 
dents. 
Perhaps his boyhood on a 
farm in the Yakima valley of 
Washington was a big factor 
in this interest ¡n animals.

BORN IN 1898. Wilson at­ 
tended 
grade schools 
and 
high school in (he valley. Dur­ 
ing his schooling, he worked 
on his father’s farm and of 
course handled the teams in 
doing the farming. 
Along came World War I 
He joined the service, pick­ 
ing the veterinary corps be­ 
cause he was familiar with 
horses. He served in France 
for nine months, but did not 
get into fighting. 
After the war. he returned 
to \akima. He got a job on a 
250-acre orchard that was 
lust starting to use tractors. 
To keep the job. he took a 
short course in tractor opera­ 
tion at Washington State Col­ 
lege in Pullman. 
This was his first contact 
with higher education. It left 
such a lasting impression on 
him that he has never been 
away from a college for long 
since that time. 


FOR THREE YEARS he 
worked the orchard in the 
summer and 
in the fruit 
packing houses in the winter.

Wash., from 
which he received his Bach­ 
elors degree. 
About that time he began 
summer school at Friday Har­ 
bor in the San Juan Islands 
of Puget Sound.

At Friday Harbor ne came 
under the influence of Victor 
Shelford of I l l i n o i s who 
taught there during the sum­ 


mer, one of the world's great­ 
est ecologists. Shelford gave 
Wilson his first understand­ 
ing of the relationships of 
all animals.

FOR IHK NEXT two years, 
he taught zoology at U.C. 
Then for three years, he stud­ 
ied at the Institute of Child 
Development, an associate of 
the University of California. 
Here he did a study of 
“ twins” and 
“left 
handed­ 
ness.” He studied the health 
characteristics of twins and 
the differences of fraternal 
and identical twins. 
In like twins of different 
en\ iroments, 
d i f f e r e nces 
could be traced to enviroment 
and similarities to heredity, 
he found. In unlike twins, the 
problem became more com­ 
plex. If their enviroment was 
the 
same, 
the 
differences 
could be traced to heredity. 
If the enviorment was differ­ 
ent. then the study tried to 
find the similarities trace­ 
able to heredity. 
W ilson received his doctor­ 
ate from U.C. in 1932. 
That year he came to the 
College of Marin. 
“1 wanted to teach.“ Wilson 
explained. 
' I was tired of pure re­ 
search and wanted to impart 
some of my knowledge to stu­ 
dents.” 
At Marin Junior College, as 
it was known, there were 450 
students. The college was just 
nine years old. A. C Olney 
was president of the college.' 
Zoology has been the basic 
course taught by Wilson at the 
college. It has always been 
his primary liking. ' During 
his long stay at the college, 
he also has taught courses in 
human physiology’, anatomv. 
geology, physical geography, 
heaith education and photog­ 
raphy. 


"I WAS always much im 


pressed with the natural su 
roundings of the College < 
Marin,” Wilson said. 
“ Marin C o u n t y , fore 
ample, has as big a'check li 
oi birds as anywhere in Nort 
America.” 
The coming of urban civi 
ization of course has change 
the animal ecology of Mari 
County. 
“ Past records show’ that i 
I he past in Marin Count 
there have been grizzly am 
black bear, elk and otter,” h 
said. 
Another rare animal se] 
dom seen in California, bu 
has been found in Marii 
County is the mountain beav 
cr, according t0 Wilson. 1 
has been seen on the Poini 
Reyes Peninsula. Badger* 
also have been found in the 
county. 
“ The availability of fresh 
water and food makes Marin 
County an ideal spot for 
deer,” Wilson said. 
There have been years 
when there were more deer 
taken per square mile in Ma­ 
rin than any other county in 
the state.” 
It was only natural that any­ 
one so interested in animals 
and nature would be deeply 
concerned with conservation. 
W ilson has carried on an ac­ 
tive part in this movement. 
He has been active in Ma­ 
rin Conservation League, the 
Marin N a t u r e Group, the 
Sierra Club, Western Botan­ 
ists and the Audubon Society. 
“it would be a mistake to 
let Point Reyes go,” referring 
to the proposed national park. 
“It is such a good natural 
area with its wealth of wild 
flowers and marvelous beach­ 
es,” he said.

Continued from page M l 
from the city. 
Where else 
can you find such a close 
wilderness?” 
Here he backs up his con­ 
victions with action as a di­ 
rector of the Point Reyes Sea­ 
shore Foundation. 
Nature study has also oc­ 
cupied his summers. He has 
been a ranger naturalist in 
several of the national parks. 
He spent one year at Yosem- 
ite. six at Sequoia and two at 
Olympic National parks. One 
summer he spent at the Rocky 
Mountain Biology station 9- 
600 feet elevation in the Col­ 
orado Rockies near Gunnison. 
His marriage has been a 
happy one because his wife 
has had the same interest in 
animals that he had, Wilson 
said. They have two children; 
a son, ri homas M. Wilson, who 
is an engineer with Lockheed 
Aircraft Co. and Mrs. Ruth 
Rodrigues of Santa Venetia, 
whose husband is an apprais­ 
er for the state highway de­ 
partment. 
They 
have' six 
grandchildren. 
Mrs. Wilson now teaches at 
the Katharine Branson School 
for girls in Ross. This sum­ 
mer, she continued her stu­ 


dies at Antioch College in 
Ohio. 
BOTH 
W ILSON 
and

wife went there for the sum­ 
mer. She to study and he to 
observe that college’s coun­ 
seling system and to collect 
fossils in the region.

One of the most interest­ 
ing visits in Linda’s dream 
was at a place called the Chil­ 
dren's Home Society in a city 
named Oakland, where she 
saw Jots and lots of babies. 
She didn’t understand about 
the babies not having parents 
who wanted them. 


But the babies seemed very 
happy and she was sure ev­ 
erything would turn out all 
right for them. 


LINDA also heard that oth­ 
er babies and even older chil­ 
dren are helped to find foster 
homes by the Catholic Social

Cities Racing Assn., Walsh 
started in 1945 in the revival 
of the sport after World War 
II.

The pit crew was Frank Al­ 
len of San Anselmo. Crewing 
for Tom was part of a recip­

Blanchard arrived at the 
track in a jam of cars, trail­ 
ers and midget autos.

the huge number of racers, 
the officials set the rules that 
cars can turn only two laps to 
make low enough timing to 
qualify. 
For this B l a n c h a r d is 
pushed by hand to the infield 
by Allen and another helper, 
Dick McCrillis of San Ansel­ 
mo. 
Then as each car becomes 
ready to turn the laps for tim­ 
ing they are shoved by hand 
onto the edge of the track, 
where a pick-up truck noses 
against the back and shoves 
to start the motor, somewhat 
in the m anner of a motorist 
with a dead battery. 
In this case the shoves are 
necessary because the midg­ 
ets carry no batteries, starter 
motors, or multiple gearing.

or-out" gear shift lever, in ad­ 
dition to a simple clutch. 
The V a l l e j o track, of 
smooth clay construction, is 
perhaps the fastest in the 
West. 


WHIPPING

than 60 miles an hour, Blanch, 
ard qualified 16th fastest at a 
timing of 14.81 seconds for a 
quarter-mile. 
x\fter the fastest cars qual­ 
ify the furious work starts in 
the pits as drivers attempt to 
make the final alterations or 
corrections to get maximum 
performance. 
For Blanchard it was the 
decision to drop his gear ratio 
from 6 11 to 6/16 in order 
to gear the car down slightly 
and provide stronger accelera­ 
tion. 


SWEATING in the semi­ 
darkness of the pits, Allen re- 
moved the rear cover from 
the (rear end) transmission 
and exchanged sets of finely 
machined gears. All was well 
until the nuts holding the 
plate were being tightened 
and Allen reported: “ One is 
stripped!” 
Then followed scurrying to 
find a new nut from the 
huge toolbox. After several 
tries one was found that 
would substitute. 
With 16th fastest qualify­ 
ing time, Blanchard won a 
place in the main event. He 
was placed in the second row, 
pole position. The start was 
inverted, which meant the 
fastest cars were placed to the 
rear of the group. 
The lull before the storm 
comes for a driver in the few 
minutes before the start of 
his race. 
B l a n c h a r d again was 
pushed by hand onto the 
track to wait the agonizing 
few minutes before drivers 
are introduced and the race 
begins. 
A f t e r introductions 
by 
starter Mel Fernandez of Cas­ 
tro Valley, the cars got their 
shoves and roared to life, 
slowly 
circling 
the 
short 
track. 
This evening the track was 


still slightly muddy in places 
and as the cars let loose with 
a tremendous roar and round­ 
ed the first curve, one of the 
drivers ahead of Blanchard 
slid and slowed. Blanchard 
and the crowd behind were 
soon going all directions in 
the manner of freight cars in 
a train derailment. 


AFTER being untangled, it 
was found none of the cars 
was materially damaged and 
the race was restarted. 


The second start saw some 
of the faster cars working 
forward in the pack, utilizing 
every bit of speed and skill. 


Twenty-five laps later the 
checkered flag was swung on 
the finishers. 


Despile a good time of 6 
minutes 
10.53 
s ec onds , 
Blanchard finished back in 
the pack. 


A few minutes later, amid 
the soberness and general 
quiet back in the pits around 
the car 33, Blanchard mused: 
“ Well, I wish I could have 
done better for you.” 


Packing up this night after 
watching the main event was 
probably just a little more te­ 
dious and tiring than usual 
for Blanchard and Allen, but 
part of the sport of racing. 


In five previous starts this 
year Blanchard won a first in 
the semi-main event at San 
Jose on Memorial Day and 
has placed in other events at 
Reno and Atascadero. 


With no harm done this 
evening to person or much to 
car. Blanchard can look for­ 
ward with some optimism to 
this winter’s indoor season in 
Oakland and next summer's 
season on the tracks of North­ 
ern California. The prospects 
get better for a young driver 
as he stays in the sport.

Civil War 
Story By 
Churchill 


THE A M ERICA N CIVIL W AR 
by Sir Winston C h u r c h i l l , 
Dodd, M ead and Co., 133 
p a g e s , $3. Reviewed by 
Bryce W. Anderson. 
The chapters of Sir Win­ 
ston Churchill's “ History of 
the 
English-Speaking 
Peo­ 
ples” which deal with the 
United States from the end 
of the War of 1812 to the end 
of the Civil War have been 
extracted to form this volume. 
Here we have Churchill at 
his best. Than that, there is 
probably no finer writer of 
history in the world. 
With an economy of words 
that is a joy to the reader, a 
boon to the student, and sheer 
delight to an editor, Sir Win­ 
ston in 133 pages traces the 
history of our United States 
through a half century of its 
most exciting and decisive 
times. 
To accomplish this, he has 
of necessity stripped the nar­ 
rative to its bare essentials. 
Vet so great is his skill that 
the resultant account retains 
the full beauty of Churchill's 
style and the exciting sus­ 
pense of a master novel. It is 
a book of history one wishes 
to read through at a sitting. 
“The American Civil War” 
is told wiih the detachment 
of a Briton—but with a deep 
feeling for America which 
can be accounted for at least 
in part by heritage. Chur­ 
chills mother was American- 
born.

The book deals with twro 
crises in the life of Danger­ 
field and of their shattering 
impact upon him. 
First, there is his over­ 
whelming confidence in his 
newest novel, the one which 
he feels confident is the finest 


he has written. It is a stun­ 
ning defeat for him when his 
high hopes for the novel are 
not realized. 
But a far more terrible set­ 
back comes when his efforts 
to assume a normal father- 
and-son relationship with 22- 
year-old David, after a long

estrangement, end in disaster. 
It is a short novel as novels 
go today. And yet a complete 
and an interesting one. It is 
not surprising that there are 
already plans for a Broadway 
production based upon the 
book. 
And the movies, no 
doubt, will soon follow suit. 


New 
Polovtsian Dances 
Recording From Capitol

^The Polovtsian Dances from 
Borodin’s “Prince Igor” are 
now concert favorites and 
have been much recorded, but 
rarely as w ell as on CAPITOL 
STEREO SG 7249 — with Ra­ 
fael Kubelik conducting the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orches­ 
tra and the Chorus of the So­ 
ciety of Friends of Music in 
Vienna. 
This work is the high point 
of the opera, just as it was in 
its town performances here in 
San Francisco recently by the 
Russian opera group. Boro­ 
dins muscular Symphony No. 
2 in B Minor takes up the rest 
of the stereodise. 
Colorful 
scenes from medieval Russia 
are suggested by the however- 
programless 
symphony. 
A 
work of great stature, given 
an excellent performance by 
a conductor of great stature, 
and well recorded. 
BELA BARTÓK: Piano Con­ 
cert Nos. 2 and 3 — Gyorgy 
Sandor, piano; Pro Musica Or­ 
chestra of Vienna conducted 
by Michael Gielen — VOX 
STEREO ST. PLD 511490 — 
These two mature concerti of 
Bartók are quite different 
from one another. 
No. 2 is violent, abrupt, and 
characterized by a fiery pas­ 
sion and unwavering rhythm. 
The work was premiered in 
1933 one week before Hitler 
took over the Reich. 
As a protest again the Nazi, 
Bartók refused to have his 
music performed in Germany 
and in the early 40’s moved to 
the United States. He was 
practically ignored here—one 
of the two or three greatest 
composers of this century. 
Only on the eve of his 


death did his music begin to 
receive 
performances 
and 
acclaim here. On his death­ 
bed, Bartók wrote the Piano 
Concerto No. 3. 
LONG t e n d e r melodies 
above a transparent accom­ 
paniment 
characterize 
the 
Third Concerto. Chorale-like 
themes are heard, and the 
trio is alive with bird-calls 
and sounds of lhe night. The 
ill-fated 
composer died in 
the arms of his wife Ditta, to 
whom the work was dedicat­ 
ed, with 17 more measures 
to go. Four months after the 
composer’s death, pianist Gy­ 
orgy Sandor performed the 
work for the first time in 
Philadelphia. 
His 
recorded 
performance of both concerti 
is beyond criticism. While 
marred by some rumble and 
surface noise, the stereo re­ 
cording is acceptable.

Top Drake Students 
Try Speed-Up Course 


By EDWARD N EU M EIER 


How do you avoid duplica­ 
tion of studies from 
high 
school to college, yet give bet­ 
ter students a chance to move 
ahead? To get “ enrichment.” 
as educators call it? 
Several methods arc pos­ 
sible. 
One, the tried and true, is 
simply the individual “ extra 
work” a teacher may give an 
academically 
able 
student. 
That’s effective, but informal, 
and doesn't assure that all 
those who need to move faster 
will do so. 
And it doesn't avoid dup­ 
lication when the student gets 
lo college. 


ONE organized way of do­ 
ing it is the advanced place­ 
ment program. This year it 
was instituted as part of the 
program at Drake High in 
San Anselmo. 
Drake's 
advanced 
place­ 
ment 
is 
a 
senior 
English 
course. 
Selected 
students 
work intensively on college 
material, comparable to what 
they can expect as a college 
freshman. 
If 
they 
pass 
the 
tough 
standardized advanced place­ 
ment exam published by the 
College 
Entrance 
Examina­ 
tion Board, they need not 
take 
freshman 
English 
in 
college and they may get unit 
credit. 
Procedures 
vary. 
Albert 
(Cappy) Lavin, Drake teacher 
in charge of the new course, 
says “ name "colleges like Har­ 
vard are usually more lenient 
than smaller or state colleges. 
Harvard, for example, simply 
accelerates a successful stu­ 
dent to sophomore English 
and credits him with college 
freshman English. 


LA V IN attempts to bring 
into the course a “ balance 


between literature and com­ 
position.” Writing grows out 
of literature studied. 
Here’s one of the first ex­ 
ercises: 
“ Explain the meaning of 
the following statement. You 
will need to give time and 
thought to this paragraph; it 
demands not only the know­ 
ledge gained from definition 
of terms but also the under­ 
standing of how these terms 
related to one another and to 
the total meaning expressed. 
You will be graded on how 
w e l l you have clarified, in 
your own words, the whole 
concept involved.” 
The passage that followed 
was a paragraph by philoso­ 
pher John Locke on abuse 
and misuse of words and lan­ 
guage. 
Following a review of gram­ 
mar. composition and rhetor­ 
ic, Drake students read selec­ 
ted short stories, plays, poet­ 
ry and novels throughout and 
move into areas like denota­ 
tion, critical thinking 
and 
thought processes. 
And while they read and 
discuss, they write. In addi­ 
tion to the kind of exercise 
above, they write t e n im­ 
promptu class themes, peri­ 
odic home reports and longer 
papers. 
Drake’s class consists of 13 
selected seniors. They were 
selected on the basis of stan- 
darized tests given all stu­ 
dents during their previous 
1hree years, past performance 
in English; recommendation 
of the interview with former 
English teachers; and inter­ 
view of students themselves. 
Depending on how it suc­ 
ceeds, the advanced place­ 
ment program will probably 
be extended to other schools 
in the Tamalpais High School 
District.

While Mrs. Watts remains 
on the stage, eyes covered 
with a blindfold, Stott will 
descend to the aisles of the 
Bam at the Art and Garden 
Center.

jeets for her to identfy by her 
“ mental wizardry" as they are 
offered him by members of 
the audience. 


T H I S is a trick that de­ 
mands actual “mindreading," 
since no amount of line-mem­ 
orizing or rehearsal can pre­ 
pare 
Mrs. 
Watts 
for the 
chance objects the audience 
may offer for identification 
at any particular perform­ 
ance. 
The authors of “The Great 
Sebastians,“ Howard Lindsay 
and Russel Crouse, have writ­ 
ten only “exemplary” lines 
for the scene, and suggest 
that actors ad-lib their way 
through it with a code they 
recommend. 
For many years when old 
fashioned vaudeville flourish­ 
ed. this kind of mental-telep- 
athy act was a standard kind 
of entertainment, and the 
means of its accomplishment 
will 
be 
revealed 
in later 
sections 
of 
“The 
G r e a t 
Sebastians,” w h e n the two 
“swamis” have a scene in 
which they rehearse a new 
code they mean to put into 
effect. 
Another jocular twist of the 
play s authors on the subject 
of mindreading is the dismay 
of the pair of fakers when 
their carefully prepared plan 
to identify two ladies at a pri­ 
vate party (on the basis of 
tips given them in advance by 
a 
servant) 
encounters 
the 
hazard that both women are 
unexpectedly wearing dress­ 
es of blue. 


THEIR hoodwinking meth­ 
od is so complicated, says di­ 
rector Sayers, that there are 
five pages of stage directions 
in the script at one point for 
only four lines of dialogue. 
The whole five pages w'ili be 
acted out on the stage in less 
than 15 action-packed sec­ 
onds. 
Every one of the eight per­ 
sons on the stage during this 
scene has a lot of important 
cues outlined to make poss­ 
ible the hair-breadth escape 
from the seemingly hopeless 
situation of the hero being 
handcuffed to an iron grill 
while his w ife is being spirit­ 
ed away. 


IN’ A T RICE the tables are 
turned, but five pages of di­ 
rections are required to indi­ 
cate all that goes on in that 
trice (most of it not observed 
by the audience). 
Stott and Mrs. Watts are 
supported by a cast of 19, 
made up principally of sea­ 
soned, veteran members of 
the Ross Valley Players.

DIG THAT SOIL 
Fall Rose Planting Tips 


When planting a rose bush, 
what gardener doesn't antici­ 
pate the magnificent burst of 
bloom, the breathtaking color, 
or the exquisite flower form 
and 
captivating 
fragrance 
that only the regal rose can 
offer? 


The secret to really suc­ 
cessful 
rose 
gardening 
is 
simple. It begins with proper 
planting and quality bushes. 
So, if you are going to join 
the more experienced “rosar- 
ians” who prefer fall as the 
season for setting out new 
plants, take the time to fol­ 
low these few routine plant­ 
ing tips and reap the visible 
rewards in beautiful flowers 
and plants you'll be proud of 
next spring. 
Before 
a n y 
spadework 
starts, an eye toward selec­ 
tion of site and the plants 
themselves is in order. 


ROSES, fortunately, are not 
fussy about soil—they flour­ 
ish practically anywhere — 
but they do seek their place 
in the sun. Pick a plot that 
is 
well-drained and receives 
at least four to six hours of ■ 
direct sunlight every day. 
Successful results depend 
on good plants and the adage 
that “there is no such thing 
as a bargain bush in the gar­ 
den’’ is particularly true in 
the case of roses. 
Shop for quality before a 
bargain; the difference in ex­ 
pense for a good plant may 
be returned to you many 
times over in plants that sur­ 
vive and thrive, and reward 
you with less maintenance 


and magnificent 
bloom all 
season long. 


CHOOSING 
quality 
rose 
bushes is not difficult if you 
take 
advantage 
of 
readily 
available guideposts that help 
you 
in rosebush shopping. 
Roses that have already pass­ 
ed the most rigid pre-intro­ 
duction testing and proved 
themselves in garden trials 
throughout the country carry 
All-America Rose selections 
award tag. Only 59 roses in 
23 years of testing carry this 
highest of honors in the gar­ 
den world, and any one of the 
winners promises fine results 
in your garden. 


KEEP in mind that roses 
should be planted promptly 
when they are received from 
the nursery. If you cannot set 
them in the ground imme­ 
diately leave them in the 
package and store in a cool

new growth in spring. 


place. When ready to plant, 
unpack the bushes and place 
the roots in a bucket of water 
to keep them from drying out. 
Take them to their planting 
beds this way, too. 
Planting itself takes only a 
little spadework. 
Dig a hole 18 inches wide 
and about 12 inches deep. 
Should you want to enrich 
your soil, combine the earth 
removed with several spades 
full of any barnyard ferti­ 
lizer, peat moss, leaf mold or 
compost, mixing it well into 
the soil. 


PLACE several inches of 
the loose, prepared soil into 
the hole and form a cone- 
shaped mound in the center. 
Plant 
the 
bush 
on 
the 
mound, spreading the roots 
naturally down its slope. If 
the roots require more room, 
expand the hole. Position the 
bush on the mound so that 
the bud union fthe knotlike 
swollen 
a r e a 
where 
top 
growth or canes originate) is 
at about ground level. Cover 
the roots with soil, working 
the soil around the roots so 
that no air pockets remain. 
FILL the hole three-quar­ 
ters full and tamp down firm­ 
ly. Pour in several pailsfu! of 
water. After water has drain­ 
ed, finish filling in the hole 
and mound it up around the 
canes to a height of about 
eight inches. Where winter 
freeze is expected, allow this 
protective mound to remain 
until 
shoots 
appear 
next 
spring. This protection pre­ 
vents drying of the tops until 
the roots have taken hold. 


One of spring’s most ap­ 
pealing garden sights is that 
of bulbs growing up through 
a cover of colorful annuals. 


\o u see it in garden shows 
every year, and there is no 
reason that you shouldn’t see 
it outside your own door. 
Picture the combination of 
yellow Daffodils poking up 
through a bed of blue Violas; 
or a mass of red Tulips with 
snowy white Alyssum at their 
feet. These are touches which 
make an artist of any gar­ 
dener. 


YOU can plant a bulb bed 
cover at the same time you 
plant your bulbs, or you can 
wait a month if you’re press­ 
ed for time. The California 
Association 
of 
Nurserymen 
says the onlv thing to be care­ 
ful of is that the cover be 
planted before the bulbs have 
begun to sprout. Otherwise 
you might injure the sprout­ 
ing tops with your trowel. 
A flower that seems ideallv 
suited to planting over a bulb 
bed is the Viola, mentioned 
above in combination with 
yellow Daffodils. We would 
caution the gardener, how­ 
ever, not to plant yellow Vi­ 
olas with vellow Daffodils. 
The lack of contrast would 
lack appeal. 


USE BLUE or white Violas 
with such Daffodils as the 
giant King Alfred, and use 
yellow ones with the white 
Beersheba Daffodil or with 
white Tulips, if at all. 
Another nursery transplant 
that goes w’ell over bulbs is 
the Viola’s cousin, the Pansy. 
Pansies in combination with 
white Alyssum make an ideal 
carpet for bulbs to push up 
through. We prefer this com­ 
bination rather than Pansies 
alone 
because 
the 
latter’s 
vivid markings are apt to de­ 


tract from the bulbs, and this 
should not be. 
The Alyssum family has 
many members which will en­ 
hance a bulb planting. Not 
onlv the 
white 
Carpet 
of 
Snow, but the mirole Roval 
( arnet 
and 
tho new pink 
Rosie O’Dav. this; vear’s All 
America annual. We'd like to 
trv the latter 
the white 
and Pink Daffodil. Mrs. R. O. 
Backhouse, for a really strik­ 
ing combination 
You’ll dis­ 
cover other bulb covers on 
your own, no doubt. 
There are manv to be found 
in nurseries, and many’s the 
joy in finding one you like. 


IF YOU would derive the 
greatest pleasure from your 
planting of sowing bulbs, take 
a tip from the experts and 
plant plenty of them. It’s a 
sad but certain truth that nine 
out of ten gardener* w ill short 
themselves on the beauty at­ 
tainable from these easy-to- 
grow garden standbys. 
How far will a dozen Daffo­ 
dils go, for instance? Not far 
enough in 
most California 
gardens, however small they 
might be. The wise bulb gar­ 
dener will count his Daffodils 
by the dozen and plant as 
many dozen as he can. Then, 
when he runs out of space in 
the ground, he’ll start puttuig 
the bulbs in containers. 
Why the emphasis on quan­ 
tity? It’s purelv and simply 
that the beauty of bulbs is 
compounded in direct propor­ 
tion to the number planted. 
Consider the spectacular pic­ 
tures we've all seen of the 
bulb growing fields in Hol­ 
land and Oregon. Consider 
the massed color of a bulb 
bed in a city park.

Nothing dulls a man’s en­ 
joyment 
of 
outdoor 
living 
more than a lack of privacy. 
Whether broiling a steak, sip­ 
ping refreshment or soaking 
up sun, you l i k e freedom 
from 
an 
intruding outside 
world. 
You can build a fence to 
gain this privacy, but is a 
fence enough? Fences don’t 
always block the view from 
the 
house next door, and 
fences 
by 
themselves 
are 
starkly barren. The Califor­ 
nia Assn. of Nurserymen rec­ 
ommends that a combination 
of fence and shrubs is a much 
better answer. 
A n d shrubs 


alone will often do the trick 
quite nicely. 


The ideal shrubbery screen 
is out of the question for 
many modern landscapes. It 
consists of an informal plant­ 
ing of several shrubs deep 
and in a variety of material 
to lend interest. Garden size 
is definitely a limiting factor 
with such an approach to the 
problem.

English laurel is easily and 
informally confined with mi­ 
nor pruning. 
Victorian box and pineapple 
guava are excellent for use 
with fences, the latter giving 
a bonus of tangy fruit in the 
bargain.
